*ri in such a hurry abo ut? 
Underneath it all, o f co urse, lies the fact that v\u are a na­ 
tio n o f idealists. So metimes we do n’t act much like it, and 
pro bably we do n’t suspect it mo st o f the time. But it’s true. 
Fo r what o ther reaso n did we spread o ut fro m Atlantic 
» eabo ard to the Pacific co ast in less than 100 y ears, leveling 
mo untains, blo tting o ut fo rests and blo cking streams in o ur 
passage?

Why have we alway s so bitter­ 
ly resented any insinuatio n that America is no t the best place 
to live in o n all the earth? 
Well, perhaps all o f that was partly due to a des re to 
make mo re mo ney . But o nly partly . 
Ours is a material civ­ 
ilizatio n, but any o ne who attempts to explain its rise so lely 
by material means is blind. 
Fo r we Americans have a co mmo n dream—-the greatest 
dream ever given to a peo ple any where. 
It was bo rn o n ihe 
heights o f Bunker Hill and in the co ld huts o<’ Valley Fo rge, 
nurtured in the co vered wago ns that swept acro ss the west­ 
ern plains, carefully tended in the lo g cab ns o f the wilder­ 
ness and bro ught to flo wer in the clamo r o f o ur mills and the 
ro ar o f o ur railway s. 
What is it, this dream that leads us o n? 
Isn’t it, at bo tto m, the dream o f what America shall be 
so me day ; the dream o f a land where there is eno ugh fo r all, 
where no man grinds his so ul o ut in bitter to il, where justice 
and truth and freedo m are the co mmo n privileges o f all and 
po verty is unkno wn? 
To be sure, we haven’t attained it y et. 
And so metimes it 
seems a lo ng way o ff. 
But it will co me. There can he no do ubt o f it. 
It has been 
back o f all o ur struggles. 
It has animated ab o ur patrio ts. 
It is what o ur flag means when we see it fluttering against t he 
sunlight; what o ur battleships mean as they steam o ut 
thro ugh the Go lden Gate: what the bugles sing o n the 
heights at Arlingto n, what the wind whispers as it drifts the 
Indian summer haze past Linco ln’s to mb at ¡Spnngtield. 
And that’s why we’re in a hurry . 
J ust so that we never 
lo se sight o f o ur go al, let no o ne criticize o ur speed.
